"On the job training" answer to employment 


BELLE GLADE-For Glades area 
workers who can't fine a job be- 
cause they don't have the right 
skills for the jobs that are open; for 
those , area employers who can't 
find someone with the skills they 
need, Johnnie Webbs of the Urban 
League thinks he has the answer... 
or answers, 

“The On the Job Training” 
program,” Webbs said, may be the 
answer to job openings with 
potential employers. We can give 
each potential employee a pre-job 
placement interview and counsel 
them before the employer ever 
sees that potential employee.” 

Besides screening the OJT par- 
ticipants, Webbs: said the Urban 
League will absorb at least some of 
the cost of training the emploer 
usually absorbed by the employer. 

"If an employer selects one of 
our referred people for a skilled 
Position,” he said, “under ordinary 


circumstances, he would have to 
bear the full training cost. 

“Fortunately,” Webbs said, “we 
aren't talking about ordinary cir- 
cumstances use with oh the 
job training we can decrease 
training costs by anywhere from 
10 to 50 percent. 

Webbs said the Urban League 
program would pay up to $75 a 
week for training an OJT worker, 
pointing out the training period 
must last a minimum of four weeks 
and a maximum of 44 weeks. 

"By the way," he said, "if an 
employer is concerned about red 
tape and paper work, they can 
forget it. "We'll handle the bulk of 
it^ 


On the other side of the emplóy- 
ment coin, Webbs said the Urban 
League can enroll unskilled work- 
ers in the Urban League Manpow- 
er Occupational Training School in 
West Palm Beach.

The commissioners. approved 
the low bid of Blanton & Unwin 
Construction Co. of Pahokee to 
build the fire station at a cost of 
$182,000 and approved another 
low bid, by Lutz Construction of 
Belle Glade, to, add to the civic 
center at a cost of $162,832. 

Most of the discussion on the 
fire station bid was the result of a 
suggestion by architect Chester 
Cone to also. approve an alternate 
to the Blanton and Unwin bid of 
$8,500 to add an emergency power 
generator. 

The commission declined to do 
that becuase a generator has 
already been purchased for $800. 
Commission Kenneth Harris also 
noted the generator bought by the 
city exceeds the specifications of 
the architect. Cone suggested a 
17.5 killowatt geherator and the 
city's is 60 kilowatts. 

The fire station will be built in 
McDonald Park and will be the 
first of a complex of city buildings 
there. The original estimate for 
the station was $250,000 so the 
cost is well below that. 

The Lake Shore Civic ‘Center 
work wil make improvements 
which will allow the building to be 
used as the heart of a 10-acre 
recreational complex and head- 
quarters for the Community 
Development Department. 

Other building plans came 
before the commission when 
Charles Royal presented plans for 
a downtown shopping plaza

Glades receives heart 
equipment asa gift 


Thanks to a small corps of 
volunteers and a gift from the 
Palm Beach County Chapter of the 
Аїйегісап Heart ^ Association, 
Glades area residents can now 
learn how to save a life. 

In a ceremony Thursday at 
G'ades General Hospital, Heart 
Association board members Mrs. 
Guy Wood and Mrs. Edward Duda 
resented Mrs. Bonnie Peacock, 

N. with a Resusce-Anne, 


Resusci-Baby and a “Pulse of Life” 
film. ; 


"This equipment will be used in 
the instruction of cardio plumona- 
ry resuscitation (CPR)," said Mrs. 
Peacock, whd is a CPR 
instructor-trainer. “It is vailable 
for use by alt CPR instructors 
and will be stored here at the 
hospital.” 

CPR is the life-saving technique 
of mouth-to-mouth breathing and 
closed chest massage, used to 
keep blood circulating and oxygen 
going to the brain in victims of 
heart attack, near drowning, 
electrocution, drug overdose or 
allergic reaction. 

Resusci-Anne and Resusci-Baby 
are two life-size mannequins used 
in the course given to teaching 
CPR. The Mannequins are life-like 
and give realistic reactions to the 
application of both the mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation and the closed 
heart massage techniques taught 
in the course.

Before being passed through 
the course and receiving a card 
from the Association, each student 
must successfully apply the CPR 
techniques, both individually and 
as a two-person team, to the 
mannequins. 

Mrs. Peacock has instructed a 
number of classes ín the Glades 
area on CPR as well as nine 
instructors in Belle Glade and two 
more in Pahokee. 

"We hope to have courses going 
on all the time," said. "We should 
eventually be able to train every 
adult in this area who wants to 
learn." She then thanked the 
Heart Association for aking this 
equipement available. 

Mrs. Wood praised Mrs. 
Peacock and the instructors for 
their dedication and said she was 
sure the community would be 
interested in and supportive of 
their efforts. 

Mrs. Duda, who is also a 
registered nurse, urged all 
residents to attend a six-hour CPR 
course, “It could save a loved 
one," she said. Mrs. Wood noted 
Mrs. Duda had used CPR methods 
in two different instances several 
years ago, pointing out this was 
proof of the value of the training.

TREES 

A fresh tree ‘will stay green 
longer and be less hazardous than 
a dry tree. To check for freshness, 
remember: 


* The trunk butt of a fresh tree 
is sticky with resin. 

* When the trunk of a tree is 
bounced on the ground, needles 
should not shower to the eround. 

Place your tree carefuily, away 
from fireplaces, radiators, and 
other heat sources. See that it is 
out of the way of traffic and 
doesn't block doorways. 

Cut off-about two inces of the 
trunk, mount the tree in a sturdy, 
water-holding stand with wide- 
spread legs. Fasten a large tree to 


walls or ceilings with thin guy 
wires; they wil be nearly 
invisible. 

Fill the base holder with water. 
Keep it full of water while the 
tree is indoors, as you would fresh 
flowers. Remember that heated 
rooms dry trees out rapidly, 
creating fire hazards. 


LIGHTS 

Indoors or outdoors, use only 
lights that have been tested for 
safety. Identify this by the "UL" 
label from Underwriters Labora- 
tories. 

Check each set of lights, new or 
old, for broken or cracked sockets, 
frayed or bare wires, loose 
connections. Discard damaged 


sets or repair them before using. 

Check labels-on outdoor lights 
to see that lights are weather- 
proof. Fasten outdoor lights se- 
curely to trees, house walls, or 
other firm support fo protect 
them from wind damage. 

Use no more than three sets. of 
lights per single extension cord. 
Turn off all lights on trees and 
other decorations when you go to 
bed or leave the house, Lights 
could short and start a fire. Never 
use electric lights on a metallic 
tree. Although safe when used ac- 
cording to manufacturers’ direc- 
tions, metallic trees can become 
charged with electricity from 
faulty lights. Then any person 
touching a branch could be severly 
shocked. To avoid this danger, use

TRIMMINGS 

Use only non-combustible or 
flame-retardant materials. Choose 
tinsel or artificial icicles. of plastic 
or non-leaded metals. Leaded 
materials are hazardous if in- 
gested by children or pets. If you 
have children, avoid decorations 
that are sharp or breakable.

Genl Charles Lee sits in a 
comfortable upper toom of the 
Widow's White's Tavern here, 
writing letters that border on 
sedition. 

“Entre nous, a certain great man 
is most damnably deficient,” Lee 
has written. “He has thrown me 
into a situation where I have my 
choice of difficulties. If I stay in 
this Province, I risk myself & 
Army. And if I do not stay the 
Province is lost forever. 

“I have neither guides, cavalry, 
medicines, money, shoes ог 
stockings,” continues Lee in a 
complaint that Gen" Washington 
is hardly ina position to remedy. 
The commander in chief is now 
across the Deleware River on the 
west shore, iacing a column of 
12,000 British and Hessians with 
only 3,000 tired and tattered 
Continentals, 

“Tories are in my front, reat 
and on my flanks,” adds Lee, who 
nevertheless has seen fit to spend 
the night in isolated comfort here 
with only four aides and a guard 
of 15 men. He is some three miles 
from his command of 4,000 
Ameicans whom he has not yet 
seen fit to join with Washington's 
force. 

I found беп! Lee more easily 
than I had expected simply by 
inquiring of many of those Tories 
in the countryside. I had decided 
not to bring my indignant 
colleague Ellis on this quest. 

Ellis would no doubt also 
disapprove of the devious means I 
found nece: to obtain a copy 
of Lee's letter this afternoon to 
Maj. Gen'l Horatio Gates. Indeed, 
Gen' Lee may not even know of 
my visit to "з Tavern as yet. 
I did not see him.
